It seems that many parents are 
opposed to their youngsters playing 
at least to the point that they do not 
offer very much 
encouragement. 
And it takes a lot of encouragement 
for these kids to go through the 
physical punishment it takes to play 
football. 
We hear a lot of people com­ 
plain about not having a better team 
than we have or not winning more 
games,

way to encourage those playing or 
urging more to come out.

as possible to get their soil 
tested before the time ar­ 
rives for planting small grains 
this fall. 
The 
Intense

soil testing is under way now 
In all counties of the Texas 
Rolling Plains, as part of the 
massive Rolling Plains Eco- 
comic Program (R-PEP). 
‘And a soil test,” said Bir­ 
ger, ‘ is the basis of a profit­ 
able fertilizer program.

These sell for $1.25 per pack­ 
et. Boaters are encouraged to 
carry flares as an emergen­ 
cy warning and distress sig­ 
nal that can

seen for 
thousands of yards.

the state’s high-speed roads 
will soon have to speed up 
or keep right when traveling 
on divided highways in the 
Lone S tar State, the Texas 
Safety Association noted to­ 
day. 
Under a new law, going into 
effect Monday, September I, 
vehicles traveling at less than 
the normal speed of traffic on 
divided 
highways must be 
driven in the right-hand lane 
or as close as practicable to 
the right-hand curb or edge 
of the roadway — except when 
passing. 
In commenting on the new 
law, 
the 
Safety 
Association 
expresses hope that the traf­ 
fic measure will be a practical 
solution to the mounting prob­ 
lems of slow drivers who tie- 
up traffic on heavy traveled 
roads and are frequently a 
contributing factor in traffic 
crashes. 
The new law should 
also 
ease the 
tension of drivers 
who use the high-speed in­ 
side lanes on divided highways 
and not only find it mechani-
